TIE LANTERN FELL UPKIDE-DOWHN,
On another occasion I experienced s shook

which waa not pleasurable either. It wasin
1878, and the station was in Florida. I had
to inspect n powder magazine, filled with
powder kegs, shells, made cartridges and
other explosive materinl.

The sergeant who was in charge of the
magazine, accompaniea me in my inspection,
as woll as two men, to move things and re-
place them, We hadtaken tho precautions
usual on such ocoasions, We wore rubber
shoes. A man ianot allowed togointoas
magazine with shoes, where nails might, by
grinding ngainet particles of powder, bring
about a terrible disaster. No iron material is
allowed in & mogazine, The measures or
sooops are of copper, and even the nnils of
the powder kegs are of copper, Thinina
metal which does not offer the likelihood of
donger that iron does,

The sergonnt oarried a closed lantern, one
like those that men on railronds use to give
slgnals with, in which the lamp is scourely
fastened, so that it can be swung around
one's head withont any danger. Dnt, of
course, some places must be loft for the air
to got in.

I had inepeoted m good deal of the stuff
contained in the mngazine, There were
several powder kegs standing on the floor,
some of them being empty. They bad been
making cartridges. 1 wanted to see some-
thing, and the sergeant, in order to get it,
placed tye lantern om top of one of the empty
powder kegs, That is, he thought it waa
one of the empty ones. But I remembered
them from my inspection, and felt certain
that ho had made a mistake and selected a
keg from which a good deal of powder had
becn taken, but which was still balf full,

An 1 saw the sergeant place his lantern on
the lpose hend of this keg I enied ont : ** Look
out, sergeant!" Buat it was too late, The
deed was done, nnd he had placed the lantern
on it. Before he could get it the board gave
way, the lantern turned over and foll upside
down and burning into s keg of powder half
full!

This was anothier moment of intense fepl.
ing fora flceting breath of time, To sec
fluming light drop into a keg with fifty
pounds of loose powder init; to faney,n
for loss time than it takes to tell it, that the
dust of the powder, stirred up by the lantern
alling into i, would riss through the apar-
ture, reach the flame, and then!—not
enongh of one's pulverized romains left to be
recognized. Thin quick cyclone of agitated
thought is not pleasant either.

The shock here was so strong, the dread
apprechension crowded Into a few seconds,
waa 80 overcoming that it slmply weakened
us. ‘There was no explosion or Ishould not
be recording the incident mow. But it was
s curdling moment of supreme suspense and
we conid hardly crawl out through the turns
of the entrance to the magazine and reach
the open air. It was o very limp trio that
stood outside and realized that §t had
escaped being blown to stoms by a chauce
that would not happen once in a thousand
timos, By this rare stroke of good fortune,
somebow or other, heaven ouly knows why,
the light wont out,

I went in after a moment or two for recov.
ery in the open air and fished out the lantern,
which lay upside down, half buried in the
loose powder.
